CRIME  PREVENTION:  GETTING  DOWN  TO  BASICS 


OMI-CA’s  community  meeting 
on  crime  prevention  November 
13  was  held  to  draw  attention  to 
and  document  the  problems  in 
law  enforcement  and  delinquency 
prevention  and  to  make  the 
agencies  involved  aware  of 
OMI-CA‘S  deep  concern  with 
these  problems. 

The  meeting  was  sponsored  by 
OMI-CA’s  Chime  Prevention  and 
Health  Committees  and  included 
presentations  from  representa¬ 
tives  o.f  MUNI,  the  School  Dist¬ 
rict,  Recreation  and  Park  De¬ 
partment,  Juvenile  Probation, 
Youth  Authority  and  the  police 
and  sheriff  departments. 

The  magnitude  and  scope  of  the 
problem  was  brought  out: 
juvenile  crime  is  on  the  increase 
and  programs  designed  to  reduce 
crime  are  few  and  badly  co¬ 
ordinated.  In  OMI,  for  example, 
recreational  facilities  which 
might  help  prevent  delinquency 
are  inadequate  to  the  purpose 
and  Ocean  View  Playground  is 
itself  a  popular  spot  for  drug 
dealing.  The  schools  which  ought 
to  act  as  one  of  the  biggest 
influences  against  crime  are 
themselves  prime  targets.  (See 
“Vandalism ’’page 2).  Vocational 
training  is  seen  as  a  valuable  tool 
in  reducing  delinquency,  but  if 
John  O’Connell  hasn’t  room  for  a 
student  the  only  other  programs 
available  are  via  the  juvenile 
court  —  the  Basic  Skills  Centers, 
of  which  there  are  four  in  the  city

but  none  in  OMI.  The  CYA 
representative  was  frankly  pessi¬ 
mistic  about  the  value  of  CYA  in 
crime  prevention  since  a  youth 
who  has  reached  this  stage  of  the 
criminal  justice  system  may  well 
be  beyond  reach.  Drug  dealing 
has  become  more  or  less  insti¬ 
tutionalized  in  our  area,  and 
there  is  no  good  follow-up  pro¬ 
gram  for  addicts  that  are  re¬ 
leased  from  jail. 

Clearly  a  broad  new  approach 
is  needed. 

The  OMI-CA  Crime  Prevention 
'  Committee  presented  the  general 
outlines  of  such  a  program: 


“This  program  would  coordi¬ 
nate  efforts  of  the  educational, 
recreation  and  health  systems  by 
creating  a  community  based 
program  dealing  with  youth  in  an 
envir  onment  which  supports  and 
encourages  cooperative  and  ef¬ 
fective  relationships  among  all 
participants  for  the  good  or 
betterment  of  all  young  people. 

“The  over  all  goals  of  this 
project  are:  (1)  To  develop  a 
program  to  reduce  the  numbers 
of  children  and  youth  entering  the 
criminal  justice  system  and  to 
improve  its  impact  on  those  who

OMI-CA  Honors 

Speaker 

McCarthy 

The  OMI-CA  Fall  Banquet 
attracted  130  paying  guests  on 
November  16,  1974  at  St. 

Michael’s  School  auditorium. 
And  they  all  got  their  money’s 
worth,  raising  $350  net  gain  to 
the  OMI-CA  treasury. 

The  evening  had  three  distinct 
parts:  cocktail  hour,  dinner  and 
the  program.  Dinner  was 
orchestrated  (and  prepared)  by 
Lonnie  Lawson,  this  time  with  a 
little  help  from  his  friends.  The 
program  starred  Speaker  of  the 
California  Assembly,  Leo  T. 
McCarthy,  who  was  honored  in  a 
speech  by  OMI-CA  President, 
Roy  Jackson. 

Mr.  Jackson’s  speech  recount¬ 
ed  McCarthy’s  political  career, 
which  he  characterized  as  a 
record  of  superior  commitment 
and  responsible  actions.  Speaker 
McCarthy,  he  said,  understands 
the  problems  and  aspirations  of 
San  Francisco  and,  through 
influence  and  legislation  has 
pioneered  developments  in  the 
environment,  health  care, 
mental  care  and  most  signifi¬ 
cantly  the  problems  of  the  aged. 

The  Speaker  responded  graci¬ 
ously,  thanking  us  for  his  recent 
election  and  expressing  great 
pleasure  to  be  so  honored.  The 
focus  of  McCarthy’s  remarks 
was  how  much  remains  to  be 
done.  Concentrating  on  the 
issues  of  health  care  and  aged, 
he  said  that  while  some  progress 
had  been  made,  many  of  his  bills 
had  been  vetoed  by  the  State 
Executive.  He  closed  with  the 
hope  that  the  new  administration 
would  have  no  such  failing. 
McCarthy’s  remarks  were  clear¬ 
ly  well  received ;  he  was  given  a 
standing  ovation.

Board  Briefs

There  has  been  confusion  in  the  neighborhood,  and  a  number  of 
inquiries  in  the  office  on  the  relationship  of  the  OMI-CA  and  the  OMI 
Truck  Company,  Inc.  There  is  no  relationship  whatever,  the  two 
being  separate  and  distinct  organizations.  The  similarity  of  names, 
the  use  of  the  term  OMI  which  was  coined  by  the  Ocean  View, 
Merced,  Ingleside  Community  Association  at  its  inception  in  1965  has 
caused  this  misunderstanding.  The  Board  ordered  a  letter  addressed 
to  the  Truck  Company  asking  their  cooperation  in  dispelling  this 
confusion. 

Serious  thought  was  given  by  the  Board  on  whether  to  accept 
advertising  in  the  OMI  News  for  wines,  beer,  liquor.  After  careful 
consideration  it  was  concluded  that  in  view  of  the  Organization’s 
financial  situation  such  advertising  should  be  accepted  if  offered. 

In  the  effort  to  keep  the  community  aware  of  the  work  of  the 
organization  through  its  various  committees  the  Board  established  a 
policy  that  one  person  from  each  committee  be  assigned  as  reporter 
to  produce  news  stories  for  the  OMI  News  on  the  work  of  each 
committee. 

A  Policy  Handbook  was  adopted  by  the  Board  to  be  maintained  in 
loose  leaf  form,  which  could  readily  be  brought  up  to  date  as  policies 
change.  This  will  also  contain  a  statement  of  the  philosophy  behind 
each  committee  and  its  objectives. 

The  Board  considered  the  report  of  the  Community  Planning 
Committee  which  is  working  toward  orderly  planning  for  a  better 
community.  At  the  October  meeting  of  this  Committee  four  members 
of  the  City  Planning  Department  were  present.  They  told  of  the 
continuous  review  of  existing  zoning  being  carried  on  by  the  City,  and 
they  requested  input  from  the  community  on  what  is  good  or  bad  in 
existing  zoning.

do  enter,  (2)  To  initiate  a 
program  to  improve  relation¬ 
ships  between  youth  and  the 
schools,  juvenile  authorities,  re¬ 
ligious  institutions,  business, 
labor  and  the  community  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  adequate 
services,  and  (3)  To  establish 
concrete  models  for  the  youth  to 
follow  as  a  developing  individual 
served  in  all  desirable  ways. 

“This  plan  envisions  a  multi¬ 
use  facility  for  children  and  youth 
which  will  rpovide  a  tutorial  and 
other  educational  programs,  a 
rap  house  for  counseling,  work 
projects  and  job  referral,  career 
information  and  training,  sum¬ 
mer  and  weekend  camping, 
health  programs,  and  recreation¬ 
al  and  arts  and  crafts  programs. 

“It  is  the  basic  premise  of  this 
program  that  our  community 
must  take  the  leadership  for 
solving  problems  and  preventing 
new  ones  relating  to  youth.  We 
should  establish  a  center  where 


needs  are  diagnosed  and  treated 
before  reaching  the  extremely 
dangerous  stage  and  the  criminal 
justice  system.  The  community 
can  provide  the  environment  for 
new  and  innovative  ideas  for 
better  serving  our  youth  and  for 
putting  those  ideas  into  prac¬ 
tice.” 

This  is  an  approach  which 
recognizes  the  complexity  and 
scope  of  the  problem  —  that 
crime  does  not  have  one  cause  or 
two,  but  rather  many  inextricably 
related  causes.  The  effort  to 
reduce  crime  must  utilize  all  the 
resources  of  the  community,  and 
then  some,  and  must  deal  with 
the  whole  person  rather  than  with 
a  collection  of  symptoms. 

It  is  hoped  that  many  members 
of  the  community  will  join  with 
OMI-CA  in  the  coming  effort  to 
translate  this  plan,  now  still  in  its 
embryonic  stage,  into  a  full- 
grown  workable  program.

candidates  received  by  far  the 
most  attention  from  the  audience 
during  the  brief  question  period, 
and  the  race  was  exceptionally 
well-represented,  with  no  less 
than  eight  of  the  candidates 
present,  including  three  victors, 
John  Kidder,  Zuretti  Goosby  and 
Lucille  Abrahamson.  These 
three  candidates  all  sought  to 
reassure  the  audience  that  it  is 
not  too  late,  that  there  is  yet 
hope  for  the  San  Francisco 
schools. 

Certainly  this  candidates 
program  organized  by  Chairman 
Ben  James,  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  yet;  it  succeeded  in 
transforming  an  otherwise 
ordinary  Sunday  afternoon  into 
an  interesting  and  informative 
occasion. 


Moderator  Clifton  Jeffers 
opened  OMI-CA’s  October  27 
Candidates  program  with  the 
observation  that  this  now  tra¬ 
ditional  event  has  become  “one 
of  the  most  sought  after  and 
expected  forums  for  political 
debate  in  San  Francisco.”  The 
line-up  of  candidates  and 
speakers  was  indeed  impressive, 
about  25  in  all;  despite 
reminders  by  the  moderator, 
most  found  it  difficult  to  keep 
within  their  3-minute  speaking 
limit,  so  by  the  time  all  had  been 
heard  there  was  little  time  for 
questions  from  the  audience  of 
about  80.

IN  A  WORD  . . . 


By  S.L.  CHANDLER 

The  late  R.F.  Delderfield  who  gave  the  world  a  glimpse  of  19th 
century  England  in  his  magnificent  God  is  an  Englishman  remains, 
to  my  way  of  thinking,  one  of  the  most  superb  storytellers  of  modern 
times.  Not  only  is  there  depth  to  his  characterizations,  but  there  is 
length  to  his  tales,  so  that  you  truly  get  your  money’s  worth  as  well. 
His  A  Horseman  Riding  By  galloped  for  1151  pages,  and  you  regret  it 
when  the  ride’s  done,  believe  me.  (Ballantine  Books) 

I  do  leave  Victorian  England  occasionally  and  it’s  within  the  past 
year  I  began  to  read  some  of  Rex  Stout’s  detective  stories.  (I  know,  I 
know,  where  have  I  been  hiding?)  Two  that  I  recently  finished  were 
his:  The  League  of  Frightened  Men  and  Please  Pass  The  Guilt. 
Devotees  of  Stout  and  his  ace-detective  Nero  Wolfe  need  no  reminder 
of  his  craftsmanship,  but  newcomers  to  the  world  of  the  games 
detectives  play  would  be  advised  to  cultivate  Mr.  Stout’s  work. 

And  while  I’m  on  the  trail,  let  me  tout  you  to  just  about  any  of  the 
Ross  MacDonald  books.  His  hero,  Lew  Archer,  was  played  on  the 
screen  by  Paul  Newman,  but  you’ll  like  the  way  the  character  comes 
through  in  print.  Definitely  not  the  Mickey  Spillane  or  John  Shaft 
type,  rather  competent  in  an  underplayed,  low-ket  manner.  The  last 
story  I  finished  was  his  Sleeping  Beauty,  and  it,  like  all  the  ones  I’ve 
read  by  MacDonald  (some  8  or  9)  was  excellent.  (Bantam) 

The  great  film  critic,  Pauline  Kael,  explores  in  some  300  pages 
(which  includes  the  shooting  script)  the  story  of  the  genesis  and 
ultimate  production  of  Citizen  Kane.  Ms.  Kael  shows  quite 
convincingly  that  the  late  Wolf  Mankewicz  contributed  even  more 
than  the  widely  heralded  Orson  Welles  to  the  film’s  eventual  rating 
as  one  of  the  top  ten  films  of  all-time.  (Bantam) 

Finally,  if  you  want  to  see  all  the  magnificent  material  that  was 
left  out  of  the  movie  (which  was  a  goodie,  I’ll  admit)  then  try  Paper 
Moon  (originally  called  Addie  Pray)  by  Joe  David  Brown.  As  a 
student  of  human  nature,  Mr.  Brown  is  knowledgable;  as  the  story  of 
two  lovable  con  men  (though  one’s  only  ll-years  old,  and  a  girl  at 
that).  Paper  Moon  shows  us  the  foibles  of  humanity  and  how  some 
sharp  cookies  (albeit  with  hearts  of  gold,  natcherally)  can  turn  them 
to  good  advantage.  (Signet)
